BROWNSON'S SMILE. 


A STORY OF THE COMMANDER THAT 


SAILORMEN LOVE TO TELL 


Bow the Detroit Broke tip What the In- 


surgent Admiral Called a "Blockade," 
An Incident That Pleases Men Who 
Have Seen Smiling Ken Fight, 


It \vaa in January, 1894, that the 


Bivil war in Brazil was coming to a cli- 
max In the harbor at JRio. Admiral da 
Gnma of the insurgents was in the har- 
bor -with several ships-of-vrnr, Ihe gov- 
ernment held the city, but while the in- 
surgent admiral held the water no ship- 
ping oorjld go up to the front as long as 
he. said'it couldn't, and-he - said no. 
Various governments were affected by 
this embargo—"blockade" the admiral 
callecTit. Great Britain was concerned 
ohiefly, brat the United States'was a 
good second, with Germany and other 
aationa-as well. 
_ • Europe looked to America to do some- 
thing in the matter and was naturally 
diffident about iatarfering in family 
rows on this side of the water. At last 
Admiral Bonham was sent down to take 
charge.of the United States fleet in Bio 
harbor. The flagship was the San Fran- 
cisco, and on Sunday, Jan. 38, Admiral 
Benham called on his captains to come 
aboard. Among them was Commander 
Brownson of the Detroit. It is said that 
'after the conference this commander 
came back to hia ship smiling, However 
that may be, he certainly smiled nest 
morning. Just alter 5 o'clock that even- 
ing—it was calm as conld be, almost— 
the Yankee naval ships were seen to be 
in a hustle. The canvas awnings faded 
away, and in the night certain sounds 
were heard aboard them, at which vari- 
ous listeners put their hands rjup shaped 
behind their ears to listen harder. On 
tho morning of the 29th there was u 
change in the appearance of the Yankee 
fleet. It had taken off its coat, waist- 
coat and shirt, so to speak, and was just 
eying itself when day dawned to see 
how good its training had been. 


The insurgent ships Aqnidaban and 


Tnmandare were up the bay above Yi- 
ana island with their cables short, 
ready to trip. The Trajauo and Guana- 
bara, as well as the fleet of armed tugs, 
were crowded with men from the gar- 
risons of Cobras and Villegaigon, 
The 


Liberdade flew the little blue ensign, 
for Admiral de Gama was aboard her, 
lying with the Trajano and Guanabara 
north of Enohados island, a few yards 
from the American bark Amy,' one of 
the boats kept out by the blockade. The 
Parahyba was lying with its teeth, so 
to speak, at the throat of the Yankee 
barkentine Good News. 


Commander Brownson on the Detroit 


got his ship under way, having hoisted 
anchor at 6 o'clock, and headed toward 
the city between Enohados and Cobras 
islands. Her crew was at her guns, 
and as eager n lot of men as one conld 
see anywhere at that time. The anchor 
got fouled in.the Detroit's hawse hole, 
and that was ample excuse for proceed- 
ing slowly, which was convenient, 
while n conple of insurgent tugs made 
a sputter at the northern littoral of tho 
city, as they had been doing a long 
time. After a couple of men had been 
killed aboard the tugs thsy drew back, 
and the Detroit, with everything clear, 
rounded Enohados island and came 
along starboard side to starboard of the 
Trajano. The men looked through their 
sights and then up at Commander 
Browneon on the bridge. The story of 
what they saw is a tradition in tho 
navy now. and always will bo so long as 
men Ifee Browuson nre in command. 
The commander was smiling, 


A man on the Trajano raised a mus- 


ket and fired a bullet over the heads of 
sailors pulling away in a boat with a 
line from the Amy to a ship at anchor 
that, tho Amy might be warped to the 
forbidden docks. .Two heavy insurgent 
tugs came around with their rams 
pointed at the side of the Detroit. On 
the San Francisco the red flag of battle 
had been run up to the fore truck in 
stops. A.quartermaster stood with his 
hand on the halyards eager to break it 
out, with his eyes fixed on the admiral, 
who was looking at the Detroit for the 
sign which would canse him to give the 
quartermaster the order so ardently de- 
Bired. 


\Vhen the insurgent shot was fired, 


Commander Brownson turned to the 
gunner at a one pounder, and with a 
scarcely perceptible increase of 
the 


smile, ordered the man to shoot into the 
Trajano at the water line six feet abaft 
the stern. 
The order was misunder- 


stood, and the shot went noross tho in- 
surgents' bow. Therenpon 
Captain 


•Brownson hailed! 


"Trajano, ahoyi" be shouted. "If 


yon fire again, I will return the fire, 
and If you persist I vdil sink you." 


The Drajauo's crews were excited. U 


a nervous finger had pulled a 'trigger, 
tho flght would have been on. 


But the shot did not sound. The sail- 


ors on the Amy's yawl waited to see 
what they were to do nest. 


"You go ahead, "Commander Brown- 


eon shouted, "nnd I'll protect you!" 


The sailoi-s wont. 
"Aim at the Gnanabara!" ordered 


Commander Brownson. And the greasy 
biack muzzles of tho Detroit's broadside 
and the two pivot guns swung around, 
looking bigger and bigger every mo- 
ment, till they stopped, leveled at tho 
cruiser. One particularly nervous gun 
crew aboard the insurgent was conspicu- 
ous. Commander Brownson waved his 
Laud, with a half smile, and this crew 
fell back, 


Then the Yankee ships led the^voy 


to the docks, with, other ships crowding 
in w' th them, amd after awhile the re- 
bellion collapsed. But the sailors who 
were on the Detroit at that time have 
told the story of Commander Brown- 
Eon's smile to other sailors, and these 
•to still others, till it has rippled to ev- 
ery water where the starry flag flies, 
and it is heard with marked interest by 
men on the ships of other nations—men 
who have seen smiling men fight. —New

Tke American fleet has given the 


Spanish Asiastic squadron a death 
blow, and practically ended Spanish 
domination in tbe Philippine Islands 
Now a similar blow to the Spanish 
fl-et 10 the West Indies will end Span- 
ish rule ill Cuba and Forto Kioo ana 
virtually close tbe war. A victory by 
S-tmpson'a fleet on this side of the At- 
lantic practically drives the Dons from 
tbe ocean, frees Gaba and Forto Rico 
and may cause a revolution in Spaiu 
that will result in ending the present 
dynasty and tbe establishment of a re 
public on tbe ruina of the monarchy 


It ia believed Uiat a victory over tbr 


Spaniards in Cuban waters will cansf 
European intervention. Tbe moment 
Ihe Star Spaugled Banner waves over 
Morro Castle tbe most near-sighted 
grandee ot Spain must eee that it 
would be folly to continue the war. An 
appeal will then doubtless be made to 
the Great Powere of Europe to inter- 
vene and ask the United States in the 
name of humanity to cease bostilitie- 
and tbe Spaniards to relinquish all 
claims to Cuba and Porto Rico.

Asiatic fleet is destroyed and it

only a question of time, and in all 
probability a very short time, when its 
Atlantic fl*et will share the fate of the 
Asiatic squadron. It seems impossible 
fcr it to maintain suob an unequal 
combut for any length of time and tbe 
longer it attempts to bold Cuba the 
more pitiable w 11 be its condition at 
the end. 


The fata of Greece seems to await 


Spain, and it ia believed that it would 
not engage lu a war with the United 
States were it not for tbe fear of u 
revolution at honjp. 


THE KPFKCr ALRKAUY APPARENT. 


It is believed that the moral effect 


of Dewey's quick and great victory 
throughout all Europe will be almost 
incalculable. Spain's bragging ka», to 
a certain extent, encouraged the pre- 
vailing 
opinion 
among European 


Powers that the United States wae not 
prepared for a war and wonld not 
flgfot unless driven to it and that her 
navy would be aa easy prey to any 
hostile uatiou. In fact, a number of 
the Powers had become impressed with 
the idea that most any insult could be 
offered to »n American and it wonld 
nut be resented. Tbe developments o 
the past few weeks or even days have 
been so startling the heads of foreign 
governments have opened their eyes to 
the extent nf a slare and they stand in 
open mouthed yet speechless astonish- 
ment. They have suddenly discovered 
that the United Sti.tea has a navy aud 
the work of the gunners in it is terri- 
bly accurate and destructive, also that 
while Oucle SAID'S regnlar army is 
small in numbers ae compared to 
many of the European armies, yet a 
call for men brings out an army of de- 
termined fighters reaching into the 
hundreds of thousands. All Enrope 
stand a aghHSt and the slurs and jei.rs 
of a few weeks ago from certain Powers 
have suddenly changed to the hiost 
demonstrative protestations of friend- 
ship and admiration for the United 
Siates. 


WESTERN TKOOPS 
FOR 
MANILA. 


The telegraph reports that President 


MoKiuley bus practically decided to 
send 
5,000 California and Western 


volunteers to Manila to aid Admiral 
Dewey in 
holding the 
Philippine 


Islands. Reports received before the 
cable between Manila and the main 
land was cut indicate that the Ameri- 
cans were in possession of the city, 
the Spanish Captain General having 
raised tne white flag aa a token of sur- 
render. 


If Western troops are sent to tbe 


Philippine Island?, as it is said they 
will be, it is quite probable that tbe 
Nevada National Guard will be afforded 
opportunity to furnish 500 men for 
•ervice. The Governor, in behalf of 
the militia, tendered tbe President 
that number of lairly well drilled and 
partially equipped men for service in 
the war, and they may be accepted if 
any considerable number of volunteers 
are sent to the Philippines. 


It is evident that Admiral Dewey's 


forces will have to be reinforced. 
Though the Spanish Asiatic squadron 
is virtually annihilated, land forces 
will be required to hold the islands, 
and they wsll doubtlesa be furnished 
bj the volunteer army of the West.

dore Dewey. 


The Queen Regent telegraphed th« 


Pope ,that th» defeat of the fleet at 
Manila is a great blow to the Spanish 
uatijn, bat she if resolved to resist to 
the bitter end and her majesty also 
begs the Pontiff to bless the Spanish 
arms, 


KINGSTON, (Jamaica), May 8.—The 


•Spaniards have evacuated fiayamo, one 
of the important towns of Santiago do 
Ouba. It has been occupied by the in- 
surgent forces. 


WASHINGTON, May 3—A most em- 


phatic denial is given at the Navy De- 
partment to the published statement 
that the Department has declined to 
spare a couple of naval vessels to con- 
voy transports which carry troops from 
Florida to Cnban port* as a place for 
beginning the 
offensive 
campaign. 


None of the stories from Spanish 
sources as to the battle of Manila are 
so ridiculous in the eyes of naval men 
aa that Dewey fired Manila with bombs 
of petroleum.

A Feeding Time Incident of life la the 


Balanced Tanks. 


When the decorator crab gets too big 


for its shell, it does what many other 


' shellfish do—it sheds it, emerging with 


I its new shell already formed, but at 


that stage of its growth pliable and not 


j much thicker than paper. In its soft 


rhell state it is comparatively defcnse- 


' lass, and it keeps out o" the way of other 


shellfish if it can, but its new shell 
soon hardens, and then it goes about in 
its accustomed manner. 


The decorator increases greatly, per- 


haps a tbird in size, -almost immediate- 
ly after leaving its old shell, which it 
scarcely seems possible it oonld ever 
have inhabited, but it gets out of the 
old stall nevertheless without damag- 
ing it and leaving it often disposed in a 
most lifelike form. 


The decorators at the aquarium are 


fed separately, so that each will be sure 
to get its portion. The food is pot down 
to them on tbe tip of a little stick, 
which is shaken gently over them, and 
the food, thus detached, falls within the 
crabs' grasp. There is no current in the 
balanced tanks in which the smaller 
decorators are, and anything dropped in 
the water drops straight down. The 
other day there were found in one ol 
•these tanks, clinging to the ulva, two 
decorators, which were supplied, as 
usual, by placing their food in tbe wa- 
ter where they would be sure to get it. 
Being somewhat pressed for time that 
day, however, tbe man who led them 
did not wait to see the crabs actually 
eat. He placed their food within reach 
and trusted them to do the rest. 


Bat glancing in at this tank on bis 


return from feeding tbe small fishes and 
things in the other balanced tanks he 
saw tbe two decorators that he bad 
found-on the ulva still there and in pre- 
cisely the same attitudes as before, and 
then he realized that they were not live 
crabs, bat sheadings. He had been feed- 
ing empty shells. On taking them out 
of the tank he found inside of one of 
them the fragment of food which'he 
had dropped lor it, which bad fallen 
into it through tbe opening between 
tbe upper and tbe lower part of the 
shell which the crab had made in get- 
ting ont. 


It may be that the two decorators for- 


merly residing in these shells, but now, 
secure iu some distant part of 'the tank 
with new shells hardening on their 
backs, smiled as they thought of the 
feeding of their empty shells. It is cer- 
tain that the man who fed them smiled 
as he arranged them for preservation in

In such cases care should be taken that 
the clothing is protected from dampnesf 
by thn intervention:of \ a dry cloth, aric 
in all the uses for it thus far given i!
